Chang Yeb; for whose rendition the Chinese 
Government havo appliod, waa brought before 
the Court charyet upon the complaint of Ex- 
pectant. Profect ‘Tsai Sih-yang with thy com- 
mission of cortain offences ugainst the laws of 
Chiva. 

Mr. QGaldwell attended to proseonte for the 
Chinese Government, and Mr. Wilson appeurad. 
for tho. defoneo, ‘ . 

Mr. Caldwel! handed in a formal charge, and 
applied for a short remand. 

‘The charge was as follows: — 

The said Chang Yeh is charged for that he 
the said Chang Yeb on the Sth day of Juno, 1884, 
boing a subjvot of His Imperial Majesty the 
Emperor of China, within the territory and 
jurisdiction of Hiv said Tmporial Majeaty feloni- 
cusly, wilfully, and of his malico: afurethought 
did kill and murder certain persons being sub- 
jects of His said Lmperial Mngosty, to wit, 
Chan. -Tit..Pin..Chen_.Sui Sin, Kwok Kak, 
and Kwok Sun Lai, thea being on board 
as cortain junk or vossel called the Eum 
Hip Sing. And for that he the said Chang 
Yeh onthe day and yenr aforesuid and within 
the territory and jurisdiction of His said Im: 
perial Majesty pirutically and foloniousty did as- 
sault, Kwok Sun Fat, Kwok Taai, Kwok Chin, 
Kwok Wa, Kook Tian, Kwok Yu Kwan, and 
Yang Chik, then severally batag on board the said 
junk or vessel called the Kun Hip Sing _an 
thereby put the suid Kwok Sua Fat, Kwok Tsui 
Kwok Chim, Kwok Wa, Kwok Tian, Kwok Yu

endition.ix applied for_by the Chinuse Gover- 
mont on chitges of piracy, murder, &c.; within 
the-jurisdiction of the Emperor of China, wa: 
sgéin before Mr, Mackean at tho Police Court 
on Tuesday afternoon. “Mr. Caldwoll proasentad 
on behalf of the Chinese authorities; Mr. Wilson, 
from the offies of Messrs. Wotton aud Deacon, 
defended, The whole afternoon was ocoupiod 
with the evidence of ons witnoss, who stated that 
he was on board 6 junk off tho Fokien ocast last 
Soptomber when a pirate junk came upand at- 
facked his oraft., Stink pots were throwu ‘on 
board'and gnma men killed snd injured by the 
Pirates, who mplit the bottom of tho junk with 
an explosive ‘he described as o large stink pot. 
‘He identified the prisonor as one of the promi- 
nent. men smong tho pirates, . The case was 
further adjourned to the following day.

Very boavy rains havo fallen lately in this 
Incality. causing great loss of lifs and property. 
‘An almost contindoas downpour for forty-eight 
hours awollud the Tan Ho to sueh an axtent that 
it burst its banks at a point not far from the 
wostorn wall af the city. About one o'clock on 
Tnesday morning (27th July), 5 Jnrgo volume af 
watar came pouring down to the city, with saffi- 
cient force to burst open the great south gate 
and {he western gate, and soon v large portion of 
aj-ynen Fa was flooded. The southern ruburb 
swan.alaa completely nnder water, the people taking 
Fafuge on the tops of the houses, Several poople 
word drawned before thay could make thoir 
eacape, and ‘othors wore killed by houses fallivog 
down in the stream, The weather cleared about 
1Lo.m. on Tuesday, and during that day and tha 
following thosé an tho house tops wore rescued 
by rafts. 

The Tan Ho hus almost complotely left its 
bed, und roshing down in o south-eastorly direc 
tion bas swamped many of the villages. None of 
tho villagers seem ta have been drowned, but 
many of them have lost averything. they bad ; 
their whoat orop, which was just harvested, has 
‘peon almost destroyed, aud the fields aro either 
wader water or covernd with mud. ete 
The officials are doing what they can to mend 
the bank of the river, so as to bring the wa- 
dor back to ita former bad, which is in this place 
nearly dry, and they have also distributed relict 
amongst those who Lave been ruined.
